Thy Excellence, O God, though in it ſelf incomprehenſible 
to Morrtals, yet haſt thou to our view and obſeryation ſo ad- 
mirably diſplaid it in thy Works, in the various Kinds, @ua- 
lities, and Orders of thy Creatures; rhe curious Frame and Com- 
poſure of the Individuals, even the moſt minute ; the exaft Accom- 
modation of all ro a mutual Subſervience of one to another; and in 
the Beauty and unconceivable Extent of all; that thy Wiſdom, Power, 
Goodneſs and Greatneſs is therein convincingly manifeſt to all.

R. And we, poor Mortals adore thy moſt Excellent Majeſty ; 
nd recognize and revere thy moſt juſt and abſolute Dominion. 

When we conſider the Heavens, the Work of thy Fingers, 
the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars which thou haſt ordained, 
Lord, what is Mon, that Thou art mindful of him! and the 
Son of Man, that Thou regardeſt him! All Nations (in _

of Thee) are butas a Drop of a Bucket, and as the ſmall Duſt 
of the Ballance, as nothing, yea leſs than Nothing and Vanity. 
What then are we, a little handful of thy 'poor Creatures, 
zmong ſo many Millions of our own Kind, beſides ſo many 
Myriades of thy more excellent Creatures, which continually 
attend upon Thee, and with profound:;Reverence cover their 
Faces before Thee, that rhou ſhouldeſt have: any regard un- 
ro us! 

R. Who ts like unto the Lord our God, who hath his Dnelling fo 
high, and yet humbleth himſelf to behold the things, which are in 
Heaven and Earth | 

But ſuch fs thy Providence, which extends to All thy Creca- 
tures, even to the Sparrow upon the Honſe-top; and ſo 
boundleſs thy Lowe and Goodneſs, that though the Glory of thy 
Majeſty might juſtly deter the Pureſt of Mortals from any Ad- 
dreſs to Thee, thou doſt not only graciouſly invite us, but by 
chy moſt Gracious Commands, haſt made ( or rather reinforced ) 
that our Duty, which otherwiſe, of it ſelf, werea moſt defire- 
able Favour: And though the Aolineſs of thy Maxſty might 
make ſuch ſinful Wretches tremble to approach thy Preſence 
yet ſuch is thy Clemency, that, for our Encouragement, thou 
haſt provided for us, both a Propiriation for our Sins, anda 
Mediatour for our Infirmitics, in Chriſt Jeſus, rhy beloved Son, 
and our blefſed Lord and Saviour; By whom thou didſt create 
all things, and in whom, and through whom, thou haſt moſt 
admirably demonſtratcd, in thy infinite Wiſdom, at once, both 
thy Juſtice and Severity againſt Sin, and thy Mercy and Cle- 
mency to thy poor Creatures, to the Admiration even of ry 
Blefſed Angels. 

R. Great and Marvellous are thy Works, Lord God Almighty : uſt 
and True are thy Ways, thou King of Saints : Who ſhall not fear 
Thee, O Lord, and Glorifie thy Name? 

For .as thou haſt manifeſted thy Wiſdom, Power, and Boun- 
ty-in thy Works of Creation ; So haſt thou alſo thy Holinets, 
Juſtice, and Mercy in thy Works of Providence z and moſt ad- 
m—_ in the Great Work of our Redemption. 

R. O that Men would therefore Praiſe our Lord for his Goodneſs, and 
declate the Wonders, which he doth for the Children of Men | 

When our Firſt Parents, by Tranſgrefſion of thy moſt Juſt 
and Reaſonable Probibition tor Demonitration of thy Dominion, 
and 
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and of their Subjetion and Obedience, had given a Great and 
Senſible Demonſtration to all rheir Poſteriry, of che Evil Con- 
ſequence of Sin, and of the Subtilty, Envy and Malice of Satan, 
thou didit immediately thereupon give a Mcmorable Deman- 
ſtration of thy Fuſtice in their Temporal Puniſhment, and of 
thy Clemency in thy Gracious Promiſe of a Saviour in due time to 
come, ignified in the mean rime in the Myſtery of Sacrifices to all 
Mankind ever after. 

R. Thy Righteouſneſs, O Lord, is like the Mountains, thy Judg- 
ments a Great Deep. 

And when ( notwithſtanding in proceſs of time) the Wick- 
edneſs of Men became Grear in the Farth, and their Minds fo 
corrupted, as ſet upon Evil continually; and thou thereupon 
didſt in thy Juſtice determine” ro waſh away that Diluge of Sin 
with a Diluge of Waters, yer didſt thou in thy Judgment remem- 
ber Mercy; gavcſt them 120 years Warning, and out of that 
Corrupt Maſs ſele& and preſerve one Family, that of thy Ser- 
vant Noah, for a Root of a future Generation. 

R. Righteous art thou, O Lord, and true is thy Judgment . 

To theſe, beſides the Light of Natural Reaſon, thou gavelſt 
DireCtion by certain Poſitive Precepts, to be tranfmitred to Polte- 
rity by Tradition and Inſtrution of the Parents: And when, 
notwithſtanding all this, being again increaſed to a great Multi- 
tude, they conſpired together in a Yarn Undertaking, thou didſt 
confound their Language, and difperſc them into leveral Parts 
of the Earth : And afterward from among the reſt, didſt ſele& 
one Perſon, Abram, whom, after divers Exerciſes-and Tryals 
af his Fidelity, thou-mad*ſt the Father of another ſpecial Genera- 
tion, for thy own pecultar and more immediate Regiment, and 
for a Great Example and Monument to all other Nations, and to 
the reſt of Mankind, of thy Holy Providence and Goverament.

In his time thou mad'ſt Sodom and Gomorrah, and the Cities 
about rhem, a laſting Monument of Divine Ven cance to all, 
who after ſhould live Ungodly ;' and delivercdſt Righteous Lot 
from that terrible Judgment, for Example to all others in the 
approaches of thy Judgments to confide in thy Mercy, in the 
Ways of Righ oF

But leaving the' reſt to the uſe of the Common Means _y 
ac 
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had received, thon didft multiply and train up the Poſterity of 
thy Servant Abrabam, in-a State of SubjeQtion to other People, 
ro teach them Obedience to thy Righteous Government ; then 
didſt deliver them in ſo wonderful manner, as. did demonſtrate 
both thy Abſolute Power over all Creatures, and thy terrible 
Is ments upon the Wicked, and thy ſpecial Favour to thy 

aithtul Servants, and to their Poſterity atter them. And when 
thou hadſt ſo delivered them, thou didſt Exerciſe them with 
thy Diſcipline Forty ycars in the Wilderneſs betore thou broughrelſt 
them into the Promiſed Land of Reſt; for a Myſtical InſlrudFion 
of thy Divine Condu& of Souls, through the Wilderneis of 
this World to the Caleſtial Regions of Reſt, 

R. Great and Mavellous, 8c. 

Thou gaveſt them in Writing a Righteous Law to dirctt their 
Adtions, Righteous, Judgments for the Excrciſe of Juſtice, and 
Holy Rites and Ceremonies for Myſtical Admonitions and Indructi- 
ons, concerning future Spiritual and Celeſtial things. And 
when thou haſt permitted that incredulous, ſtubborn, and diſo- 
bedient Generation, for a Warning to all others afterward, ta 
dye in the Wilderneſs, thou broughteſt-in rheir Children intro 
thar Promiſed Land with an admirable irreſiſtible Power; and 
didſt by them execute a Jult and Terrible Zudgment upon the 
former Inhabitants for their Wickedneſs.

When thou had(ſt brought them in, and ſetled them in that 
Good Land, thou didſt leave a Remnant of the former Iuhabi- 
tants, both in Mercy to them, and for Exerciſe and Tryal of 
thine own People: And when they, after all the Experiments 
they had ſeen of thy Great Goodneſs to them, and of thy Juſtice 
in puniſhing the Mifcarriages both of others, and of themſelves 
had corrupted themſelves, ard tranſgrefſed thy Holy Laws an 
Inſtitutions, Thou didſt ſend them Prophets to admoniſh them, 
Zudgments to corre& them, and, upon their Repentance, Saviours 
to deliver them; and all this Methode again and again, many 
times repeated, and thy Judgments increaſed upon them, as 
their Sins and Provocations deſerved and required, to preparc 
them for the Coming of the Great Saviour, the Meſhah, who 
had been ſo long promiſed, and by ſo many Types, Figures and 
Propheſies all along, but more and[more plainly, lignified to them. 

R. Great and Marvellous, &c. po 
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- And All this didfſt thou providently order for Tacit Admoni- 
tron to the reſt of Mankind, till, the Fulneſs of Time being come 
thou didſt ſend forth thy Son, the Splendor of oz Glory, an 
expreſs Image of rhy Perſon, who aſſumed our Nature, and in 
it performed a Perfeft Obedience to thy Holy Will in all things 
even to Death upon rhe Croſs ; by which, after he had inſtitut 
a moſt Holy Religion, and exemplified the ſame in a moſt Holy 
Life, he offered up himſelf to Thee, and made a full Expiation for 
the Sins of all Mankind; that by Him we may have Acceſs un- 
to Thee, and Acceptance with Thee.

R. For which God hath exalted him, and given him a Name 
above all Names, rhat at the Name of ZESVUS every Knee 
bow, of Ccleſtial, Terreſtrial, and Subterreſtrial chings, and 
every Tongue confeſs that Jeſus Chrift is LORD, ro the 
Glury of God the Father. 

And therefore with Angels and Arch- Angels, and all the Holy 
and Blefſed Orders and Hoſts of Heaven, We adore, worthip 
and glorifie Thee, and Laud and Magnifie thy Glorious Name, + 
faying, Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hoſts, ' Heaven and Earth 
are full of thy Glory + ' Glory be » Thee, O Lord, Moſt —_ 
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Thou art worthy, O Lord, ro receive Glory and Honour, 
and Power: for thou halt created all things; and for thy Plea-

R. Worthy is the Lamb, that was flain, to receive Power, 
and Riches, and Wiſdom, and Strength, and Honour, and 
G:ory, and Bleffing :

R. Blcſhng, Honour, Glory and Power, be unto him that 
firteth upon the Throne, and unto the Lamb for ever and ever. 

Bleſſed be thou, Almighty, moſt Glorious, and moſt Graci- 
ous God, our Heavenly Father, who of thy render Mercy did(t

be pleaſed graciovfly to behold the ſame, ard look upon this 
Token ad Memorial of the Covenant, from thy Glorious 
Throne in Heaven, and be Propitious to us, and to thy whole 
Holy Catholick Church, in rhe free, and full Pardon of all 
our Sins, in a Liberal and Bountiful Collation of thy Rich 
Treaſure of the Incſtimable Graces of thy Holy Spirit upon us, 
and ina gracious Hadience of the Prayers, and Acceptance of rhe 
Thankſgivi which we here offer unto thee: and ſend down 
thy Holy Spirit upon theſe Propoſired Elements, to Sandtifie 
and Bleſs them, that to us who partake thercot, this Bread 
may be made the Precious Body of thy Chriſt, and this Wine the 
Precions Blood of thy Chrift, to the Remiſſion of all our Sins, and 
ro the mighty Confirmarion of us in all Grace, and Virtue, and 
to Eternal Life. 

And we render alſo unto thee our moſt hearty Thanks and
